•'•ig knife and an ice pick which 
they said might have been used 
to kill Collette MacDonald, 26, a 
native of Brooklyn, N.Y., and 
her daughters Kristen Jean, 2, 
and Kimberly, 6.

mother, Wilma M. Perry of 
Patchogue, 
as 
saying Mrs. 


MacDonald was expecting her 
third child this summer. 


MacDonald, a Green Beret 


paratrooper, said he was beaten 
unconscious, but revived later 
and called the military police. 
They found him in a bedroom, 
stabbed in the

"pig" was scrawled in blood on 
the 
headboard

Col. Kriwanek 
quoted Mac- 


Donald as saying he had fallen 
asleep on a living room couch 
while reading, awakened about 
3:30 a.m. and saw the four in- 
truders, who knocked him un- 
conscious.

MacDonald said the girl was 


blonde and wore a floppy hat 
and boots, and that one of the 
men wore an Army field jacket 
with sergeant's stripes..

MacDonald was reported in 


satisfactory condition in Woni- 
ack Army Hospital.
